To an English machinist, Joseph- 


Jecks, belongs the honor of hav»«jr 
secured the first American patent. A 
blacksmith in Hammersmith, England, 
in 1643, he was a man of great renown- 
says tbe Scientific American, by reason 
of his inventive skill in the art of 
making machines. Emigrating to tne- 
Colony of Massachusetts in the fall of 
1643, about the same time that Kev_ 
John Harvard arrived, he sealed in 
Lynn. This man Jenks .cut the dies 
for the coining of the old colonial "pine 
tree" money. 
He also invented the 


first apparatus for extinguishing fires,, 
a kind of primitive haiid-pump on 
wheels. His application for a patent 
on a water-power device for mills 
was granted by the colonial Court, 
and is probably the first patent on 
record in America. 
The Court bad 


jurisdiction over the Mas*acnnsetts 
Bay Colony, embracing nearly all of 
New England at that time. The limit 
of tbe monopoly was fourteen years, 
and the Court retained not only power 
to forbid exportation, but also power 
to prevent exorbitant charges made- 
npou the public 
The patent was is- 


sued in this form:

A Game of Chance. 


Mackeral fishing has always been a 


game of chance, more so than any other 
branch of the fisheries. Immense for- 
tunes have been made in good years 
and large sums lost in unsuccessful 
seasons, for it takes 
considerable 


money to fit out a fleet of seiners. 
Some of the high line vessels have 
divided among the crews as much as 
$1000 a man for sir months' work. 


Mackerel fishing Is now done in 


three ways: with a big purse seine, 
which is the method of the larger ves- 
sels: with a drag or giU net, and in 
pounds and traps which are built out 
from the shore of brush or twine. 


The old way of catching mackerel 


was by hook and line. Large quanti- 
ties of wash bait, herring and clams 
chopped fine, were used, and sometimes 
as many as four or five barrels of this 
bait were thrown over from a single 
vessel in a day. It was used to attract 
the fish, and the old timers think if a 
return to the old methods were made 
tha mackerel would come to these 
shores in as large numbers as they 
did years-ago.

c Postal Cards. 


The manufacture of postal cards is 


an interesting process. From the paper 
mill millions of sheets, 30x50 inches In 
size, are brought to the pressroom and 
printed upon presses having a capacity 
of 1200 Impressions per hour. The 
sheets, each containing ninety cards, 
makes the capacity of the presses 100,- 
000 an hour, or 1.000,000 a day. The 
new forms will, however, contain 110 
plates, and the presses, -which are to 
be put up in Maine, -will have a greater 
hourly capacity; hence the daily output 
can. be increased. The slitter, which 
cuts the cards into strips of ten cards 
each, is operated by one man. After 
the large cards are slitted into strips of 
ten cards each they are taken to the 
cutting machines, which are operated 
by women. Here they are fed through 
the cutting machines, three strips at a 
time, for eight times, and then one 
strip, making in all twenty-five cards 
which are dropped in bundles and 
banded by two girls, who occupy seats 
near the machines. Twenty of these 
packages of twenty-five cards are 
placed in a pasteboard box; these boxes 
next go to three young men. whose 
duty it is to put them in wooden boxes; 
the cards are stored away in the large 
fireproof vault to await shipment to 
the varioua postoffices.

Singapore a Thriving Colony. 


On the little island of Singapore., 


which only eighty years ago was a 
jungle, England now has a colony of 
200,000 inhabitants. It has hotels ac- 
commodating hundreds of guests, man- 
sions and millionaires by the score, 
yachts and fine clubhouses, and it is 
one of the most important financial 
centres of the British Empire in the- 
East. 


Fifty steamship lines connect the 


colony with the rest of the world. Its- 
postoffice handles S.000.000 pieces of 
man every year. It has miles of docks 
visited by a thousand vessels every 
month. 


There are no customs duties what- 


ever, yet it has a revenue of $2.500,000 
a. year and a credit balance at the end 
of every year. And in 1he midst of a 
population which is one of the most 
cosmopolitan In the world, a small gar- 
rison of little more than three battal- 
ions and a police force of less Than 
2000 men keep life and property as 
secure as in the city of New York 
itself. 


Though there are no customs duties 


in Singapore, the Government always 
comes cut of the year -with a credit 
balance. Its S2.500.000 income Is de- 
rived from land taxes, stamps, licenses, 
port and harbor dues and postage. 
One-third of it goes in salaries, and 
throughout the East there are no abler 
nor better paid officials than the British 
in the Colony of Singapore.—New York 
Sun.

The tree is an ordinary evergreen. 


Ic had been split up from the root 
about six feet when a small sapling, 
the roots having been carefully divid- 
ed, and thus planted in front of the 
temple. The two halves were placed 
three feet apart, each having the same 
curve to the place where they joined, 
from which point it grew in its nat- 
ural form. It was placed ilireotly in 
front of the door of the temple, be- 
tween the door and the gate of the 
court, 10 feet from the gate and 30 
feet from the door, as though it was 
designed that the worshipper would 
pass through the tree before entering 
the temple. 


Thus far we have discovered only 


six of these trees. Four are in the 
north end of the Forbidden City, iu 
front of two of the temples. The one 
referred to is before the temple in the 
winter palace, where Count von Wald- 
ersee's troops were stationed, and the 
third is in a similar position in the 
summer palace. Whether this partic- 
ular kind of tree is confined to im- 
perial grounds we cannot say. but 
thus far we have seen noue iu ether 
localities.

The roots thus become 


branches, which grow downward in- 
stead of upward, and are covered with 
a dense foliage. This species of shrub 
is very common and familiar to all 
landscape gardeners. 


Perhaps the most attractive speci- 


men of Chinese plant cultivation is 
the grafting of the chrysanthemum. 
They hare a large common weed called 
hao tze. In the early summer they cut 
the branches of this weed and in the 
place of each branch, as well as in 
the top, they graft a chrysanthemum 
stalk. The root of this weed is much 
stronger than the root of the flower, 
so that when they bloom the flowers 
are double as large as the ordinary 
chrysanthemum, and in addition to 
this extra Iruriance of blossom all va- 
rieties _ of color appear on the same 
stalk. Blooming as they do in mid- 
winter, they are very attractive. 


It goes without saying that a people 


who thus understand the grafting of 
flowers are not ignorant of any of 
the processes of budding, grafting or 
crossing fruit; as a result we are able 
to obtain rery fine specimens, especial- 
ly of the peach.—Scientific American.

To speak by the card, it would 
be well to call the periodical a "news- 
cloth" instead of a newspaper, for the 
printing bad been done on a cotton 
handkerchief, and why the handker- 
chief was used instead of the usual 
white paper is an interesting story 
which Mr. Powers relates. 


During the winter of 1881 Mr. Pow- 


ers was at Dead Rapids. S. D. Tbe 
winter was one of the coldest in the 
history of the State, the blizzard rag- 
ing for months, completely tearing up 
railroad traffic and keeping the folks a 
good deal indoors. Fuel and provisions 
ran low, especially the former, and 
wood sold as high as $25 per cord. 


At Dell Rapids a paper was pub- 


lished. Tbe Exponent, and it had an 
editor who was a hustler. He boasted 
that blizzard or no blizzard his paper 
should not miss an issue. The frigid 
weather knocked railroad traffic in the 
head, -as stated, so It was with diffi- 
culty /that the editor received the paper 
to print his publication on. Finally 
there came a day when the store of 
white paper gave out, so he -went to 
printing on wrapping paper, but that 
also was exhausted In time. The edi- 
tor was not to be daunted. He decided 
that he would try cloth, so he pur- 
chased about a couple of hundred cot- 
ton handkerchiefs and ran 
them 


through the press. As the result The 
Exponent came out printed on the 
handkerchiefs, perhaps the only period- 
ical that was ever published that way. 
—Augusta (Ga.) Herald.

Strength of Xewjrate Prison. 


The housebreaker who undertakes to

A marine engineer of Rochester. 


England, has patented a new system 
for steering twin-screw steamships. 
His device consists of a special throt- 
tle valve attached to each set of en- 
gines, the valves being connected by 
means of bell cranks and linkwork to 
a tiller. When the tiller is resting 
centrally an equal supply of steam 
enters each engine, but directly the 
tiller is deviated from its central po- 
sition in either direction, the throttle 
valve fitted to one set of engines re- 
duces the supply of steam, so taat the 
propeller actuated by that particular 
enine revolves more slowly, the ro- 
tary motion of the screw diminishing 
according to the degree to which the 
tiller is moved over. 


Professor Sttibbs, who is in charge 


of the experiment station in New Or- 
leans, has been experimenting with 
flax on the farm. He planted some 
last September, but it was killed by 
the frost in December, and sowed 
some more in the spring, and now has 
a crop of good average amount. It is 
hoped by the persons that induced the 
experiment that flax can be success- 
fully raised in the state, and thus the 
industry be added to its resources,
